LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the president and trustees of the Frost Free Library, 
the librarian submits the following report for the year end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1931. 

The library has been open 114 times, with a total cireula- 
tion of 5,486 books; 2,854 of which were adult fiction; 1,886 
juvenile fiction; 495 adult non-fiction and 201 juvenile non- 
fiction. 

The total cireulation of magazines was 4,895, an increase 
of over 1,500 compared with last year. This increase in ma- 
gvazine circulation, I believe, is due to the fact that in addition 
to the 35 magazines, to which the library subscribes, the fol- 
lowing people have very thoughtfully given either several 
copies of magazines at one time, or give regularly each month. 

Those to whom we are indebted for the new magazines 
are Miss Ruth Hemenway, Mrs. Carrie Webb, Mrs. Abbie Lan- 
dry, Miss Lillian Boucher, Mrs. Frenz, Mr. Harry Bemis and 
Mr. George Mason. 

Among the magazines, thus donated, are ‘‘The Golden 
Book,’’ ‘‘Atlantic Monthly,’’ ‘‘Secribner’s,’’ ‘‘Time,’’ ‘‘New 
Movie,’’ ‘‘Classic Motion Picture Magazine,’’ ‘‘Scereen,’’

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlborough: 

IT herein submit my ninth annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 

These days of business depression forcibly impress on us 
conditions that are difficult to meet. However, we can cope 
successfully with our environment if we adopt the slogan of 
economy, thrift and efficiency. 

Let us remember that renewed interest should be focused 
at this time upon the need of efforts to encourage and assist 
the young people to remain in school. 

Let us remember the splendid spirit put forth by the 
teachers of our entire country during this period when fin- 
ancial conditions have caused great hardships. Their attitude 
has been one of the bright spots in the depression. 

Let us not forget that functions of our schools must re- 
volve about the creative interests of the child. In the words 
of President Hoover, ‘‘We approach all problems of childhood 
with affection. Theirs is the province of joy and good humor. 
They are the most wholesome part of the human race, the 
sweetest, for they are fresher from the hands of God.’’ 

These beautiful words should give us courage and inspira- 
tion to carry on and prepare the growing generation in such a 
way that it may successfully cope with conditions that await it. 
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MARLBORO HIGH SCHOOL 

Headmaster Ralph H. Bissell submits the following report: 

‘'The following is a report of the activities of Marlboro 
High. Enrollment is—Seniors 138, Juniors 138, Sophomores 15, 
Freshmen 16, Eight Grade 40, Seventh 37. Total High school 
57, Junior High 77. 

‘“‘Two courses of study are offered in the High school, 
Classical and Commercial. These two courses seem to fill the 
needs of the students, one course preparing them for college 
and the other for business. 


LITERARY AND SOCIAL ACTIVITIES 

‘‘Hdueation is something for which all of us strive. There 
are various phases of this term education. We not only at- 
tempt to attain a certain standard in everyday knowledge but 
through varying activities train ourselves to cope with the out- 
side world. 

‘The school attempts to give a broader training through 
its literary and social activities. 

‘The school play, ‘‘After You I’m Next,’’ which was 
presented this year met with success. This gives an opportun- 
ity for pupils to receive training in the various phases of play 
production. 

‘“School assemblies are planned in which the pupils take 
an active part. Here they are given an opportunity to show 
their latent abilities and at the same time are receiving much 
benefit from their participation. 

‘The orchestra plays an important role in our school ecur- 
riculum. 

‘“The social life of the school is not neglected, for the 
pupils of both Junior and Senior High enjoy several parties 
during the year. The customary Freshman initiation oc- 
cupied a part of the program for the Christmas High School 
party. 
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‘CA Valentine party was enjoyed by the Junior High 
school. 

‘Basketball not only trains in athletics but is social as 
well as character building in its attainments. | 

“Through varying activities the school attempts to 
strengthen character as well as to develop the intellectual, 
emotional, and creative elements in the pupil and to establish 
a certain amount of confidence. 

‘‘Thus the literary and social activities have an important 
role to play in the pupil’s school life.

‘“‘The High school under the leadership of Mr. Bissell as 
eoach, has maintained competitive teams in the Monadnock 
Interscholastic League, for both baseball and basketball.

should be continued and supported.
